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ABSTRACT 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To reduce the communication cost by providing the 
facsimile equipment with electronic mail transmission function in which 
when a commanded transmission destination indicates an electronic mail 
address, a mail is sent to a destination as an electronic mail via a 
network or the 1 ike. 

SOLUTION: A destination of an original to be sent is entered by a key board 
or the like (SI), the image information of an original to be sent is read 
by a read section (S2). Since plural destinations and information denoting 
which of a facsimile equipment or an electronic mail a transmission form to 
each destination is are cross-referenced and the result is stored in a 
destination storage section, then the transmission form of the original to 
be sent is discriminated from the entered destination (S3). When the 
transmission form of the original to be sent is discriminated to be the 
electronic mail, the image information read by a read section is sent to 
the destination (S5). 
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
